Miss F. Elford, teacher, has requested that some in- 
terior alterations and repairs be performed at the St. Clair 
Indian Day School on Sarnia Reserve during summer holidays. 
At present there are several poorly constructed, old and 
more or less useless cupboards andi boxes in various places 
in the classroom. Some of e are movable but others have 

een fastened to the walls in inconvenient places. These boxes, 
shelves, etc. are directly arediveetiy below and in front of 
side blackboards which prevent pupils from making use of the 
blackboard space. The teacher wishes to have these removed 
and replaced with one compact cupboard and one wall case com- 
plete with shelving. If this were done it would improve the 
general sppearance of the class room, make more floor space 
available and be more satisfactory in every way.

The teacher states that quite a number of new pupils will 
be starting to school next September. For these beginners she 
wishes us to provide a large kindergarten work table. ‘The 
younger pupils would receive their instruction at this table 
which should have drawers to hold their individual books, 
seatwork, pencils, orayons, plastiocine and other primary 
materials. iss Elford expects that there will be about 55 
pupils next Fall and considers that such a large number of 
pupils cannot be handled properly unless a kindergarten table 
is supplied complete with drawers and benches to accommodate 
about twelve primary pupils. 


Miss Elford also asks that small platforms about 10" high 
and 30" wide be built in front of all bleckboards so that younger 
pupils may be able to reach all bleeckboards without stretching 


(Over) 
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or standing on tip-toe. At presen’ all immovable blagkboards 
are quite High on the Wall and only the older end teller children 


ean use them. This teacher also wishes us to do something re- 
garding the blackboard across the front of the class roome 
Portions of its surface are rough and worn and the teacher thinks 
that an entirely new board is necessary. Yhe front blackboard 
has an area of 79 1/3 square feet. Rather than buy & new board 
I suggest that some blackboard paint for resurfacing could be 
purchased which would perhaps renew the board satisfactorily. 


The materials for all of the above mm ntioned repairs and 
a!terations would cost approximately $40.00. Ali labour could 
be performed by & capable Indian carpenter, James B. Williams, 
at an estimated cost of §25.00. This would make a total est- 
imated nenditure of $65-00. Materials could be purchased loc- 
ally and accounts tl as well as labour could be submitted 
under cover of vouc s to the Department for peayn ent. 


I regommend that this work be done as I believe it is 
necessaryain the best interests of the teacher and pupils at 
St. Clair Indian Day School. 


Kindly advise if expenditures as detailed above will be 
approved. by the Department.

The question of supplying hot iunehes to pupils 
attending Day School in the Sarnia Agency has been 
discussed with the teachers. Miss Elford, teacher 
of the St. Clair School considers that the Department 
should supply 8 quarts of fresh milk each day for the 
period December 1, 1944 to March 31, 1945. ‘his is an 
inereased amount over previous years as there is now @ 
larger attendance at the St. Clair School. The teacher 
does not think it necessary for the Department to buy 
canned soup, cocoa or sugar as much of this could be 
brought by the children themselves. I recommend that 
the Department approve of supplying milk to this school 
during the winter months.

The two teachers at Kettle Point consider that 
fresh milk as well as canned soup, coco@ and sugar should 
be supplied by the Department. I am in favour of purchas-~ 
ing the milk but see little necessity for any additional 
expenditures for soup or cocoa. I think the children 
could bring potatoes, beans, peas, corn and cocoa which 
would enable them to make their own soup and hot drinks. 
In practically every case the parents are working and it 
would be no hardship on tiem to furnish the above at their 
own expense. I am in favour of supplying four quarts of 
milk to the senior room and four quarts to the junior room 
at Kettle Point School. If the Department thinks thst 
soup should also be purchased for these schools I shali be 
glad to list the quantities needed.

This did not satisfy the Chief an? Council. They commented 
at length on the urgent need for a new two-room school and were 
quite bitter and frank in blaming the Department for lack of 
proper school accommodation on the Sarnia Reserve. In their opinion 
this unsatisfactory state of affairs with regard to school accommo~ 
dation has existed on the Sarnia Reserve for many years. After a 
prolonged discussion on the subject they passed the following 
resolution; - 


"Moved by Jas. B. Williams, seconded by Alfred Rodd, that 
in view of the very unsatisfactory educational facilities 
now existing in the Indian Reserve this Council requests 
information as to what is or has been done to provide a 
new school for Sarnia Reserve."

SUPERINTENDENT OF WELFARE and TRAINING 


As instructed, I spent Wednesday and Thursday, 
July 3 and 4, at the Sarnia Agency with a view to ascertaining 
the prospects of erecting a new school on the St. Clair Re- 
serve. 


It is likely that there will be from 90 to 105 
children who will wish to attend the day school on this reserve 
during the academic year 1946-47. 


The present school is very old and it might be 
repaired. When preparing our estimates for the current fiscal 
year we included an amount for the erection of a one-room school 
and teacher's residence attached, 


I discussed the whole situation both with Indian 
Agent McCracken and all the members of the St. Clair Band, in- 
cluding the new Chief, Nicholas Plain. 


They are very anxious to have a two-room school 
erected, and, as lumber is scarce, they suggested that we erect 
a brick veneer building. 


One of the members of the Council, namely, Mr. 
Williams, has acted as foreman on several buildings, the latest 
being the new council hall. At present he is employed at 
Detroit and expects to be finished within the next two or 
three weeks, Indian Agent McCracken expressed the opinion thet 
we could not secure a better foreman than Williams if we decide 
to proceed with the erection of a new building.

(1) Installation of furnace, some plumbing and septic tank-- 
the company doing this work (Spiers Sheet Metal) have ordered 
the furnace and expect it will be @elivered this week. If it 
arrives the installation should not take more than three days. 
Most of the pipes for plumbing have been installed but wash 
basins and toilets have not arrived. 


(2) Painting both interior and exterior. The exterior cannot 
be painted till warm weather, possibly six weeks hence, but 
the company intends to proceeé with the interior painting 
immediately. The tenders which they received re the painting 
were considered far too high ($1450.00) and the company is 
enéeavouring to secure other tenders as they think not more 
than $850.00 or $900.00 should be paid for this work. 


(3) <A @rain has to be dug from the basement to the open ditch 
on the road. This can be done i sdiately with a compressor, 
etc. but at greater cost than if it were done at a later date 
when the frost is out of the ground. 


(4) A small portion (about 250 bé. ft.) of flooring remains 

to be purchased and laid. The company foreman states that this 
will be completed this week. There is also a small amount of 
sheet rock to be installed on walls in the basement but this 
will be completed by the end of the week. 


(5) The placing of insul brick siding on the outside. This 
siding material is on the site and workmen would have started 
putting it on this morning had the weather been favourable. 
The company expect it will be complete? by the end of the 
present week. 


| (6) The blackboards cannot be installed until same are 
|received from the Department. (These were ordered on my 
lrequisition of February 3r¢, 1947). 


The company would like you to send 4 cost accountant on Monday, 


March 10th although they readily admit that all work at this school 
cannot be completed at the same time as the accountant finisheé his 


audit. 


However they suggest that a reasonable sum be withheld to 


cover any work not completed at the time of the aujit. If the sending 
of the cost accountant is postponed until all phases of the work have 
been completed it will definitely not meet with the company's approval 
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as they want a substantial progress payment immediately and in this 
connection I do not think their request unreasonable. 


I might adé@ that I will be on vacation from March 10th to 
March 22nd @ut I do not expect to leave the city for a few days and 
I will be available if my services are required by either the account- 
ant or the company.

Recently the Shaw Construction Company informed me that 
expenditures already made on the new St. Clair School have exceeded 
$32,000.00. On numerous occasions during the past two or three 
months I reminde¢ them that under no circumstances should the 
$30,000.00 be exceeded. When any decision regarding expenditures 
was necessary I always pointed out to them that such would be in 
oréer providing it would not bring the total cost of the building 
when completed, over $30,000.00. This company's bookkeeping system 
leaves much to be desired and the company itself did not know the 
amount had been exceeded until very recently. 


At the present time the septic tank has been completed and 
only levelling of the site, erecting flag-pole, building cement 
steps,and installation of locks in doors remains to be done. The 
lock for the front door has not yet arrived but a temporary lock 
is being installe¢@ pending delivery of the permanent one. I had 
intended having eavestrouching and a cement sidewalk from the road 
to the building but due to the over-expenditure already I do not 
propose to procee@ with these unless approved by the Department. 


As the school is practically completed I suggested to the 
company that they allow the Sr. teacher and Sr. pupils to commence 
using one of the classrooms. They readily agreed so the Sr. teacher, 
Mr. Ball, 1s to transfer his books, desks, equipment, etc. 
and be sin ach a full day eas from tomorrow, June 12th. Thi 
will leave the ola St. Clair School available for the Jr. teach 
to teach Jr. pupils a full day also. I have instructed the janitor, 
Basil Gray, to commence duties at the new school as from today.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter of June 18th 
with referance to audit by Mr. Turley and inspection by an official 
of the Training Branch. 


On receipt of your letter I contacted the Shaw Construction 
Company. They informed me that they had already written to Mr. 
Turley in Toronto asking him to come to Sarnia to complete the audit. 
On Wednesday, July 2nd, Mr. Turley arrived. He found that records 
of the company were far from complete. This auditor worked from 
Wednesday till Friday P.M. doing a great deal of work which the 
company really should have done themselves. He prepared a list of 
instructions as to what is required to enable him to complete the 
audit and when the company has complied they are to notify him. 
Therefore the date of the final audit depends upon the compamy. The 
auditor estimates that the $30,000.00 has been exceeded by about 
$1500.00 or $2000.00. Vso —F 


I think the final inspection by an official of the freasury 
Branch could be made at any time convenient to the Department without 
awaiting the final audit. In my opinion it should be arr@ged as 
soon as possible as a number of details such as landscaping, ordering 
of equipment for manual training an¢ sewing rooms, janitor services, 
etc. have to be decided. The school is completed as far as actual 
construction is concerneé with the exception of installation of lock 
on front door ané cement step. Delivery of the lock is expected 
daily.

Under authority of Departmental letter 31029-1 of 
September llth, 1946 a contract was approved whereby Sarnia 
Township arreed to supply water to public buildings on 
Sarnia Reserve. The St. Clair Indian Day School, St. Clair 
Teachers' Residence, Sarnia Indian Council Hall and United 
Church buildings have been provided with city water, 


Last January the new St. Clair School was destroved 
by fire. At that time there was only one shut-off to serve 
the new school and teachers' residence. Emerrency arranre- 
ments had to be made to shut the water off after the fire 
in the new school and considerable inconvenience resulted 
as water was still necessary in the St. Clair Teachers’ 
Residence. 


Sarnia Township Water Commissioner decided that 
separate shut-offs were reruired for the new St. Clair 
School and the St. Clair Residence. They overlooked 
notifying me that this work was necessary until after it 
was nerformed and the account in the amount of $29.27 was 
received. Their emplovees had to excavate down to the 
water main and install the two shut-offs. In my opinion 
this work was necessary to avoid confusion in the water 
supply to these two buildings in future years. The Water 
Commissioner rerretted that he did not inform us that he 
intended to do this work but I recommend that it be con-

Eventually, if the building is moved, the extent of 
plumbing to be installed in the new building as well as type 
of heating will have to be decided and no ioubt numerous 
other problems will arise. In my opinion we should keep the 
plumbing to a minimum. Possibly an official from the Education 
Dividion can arrange to come to Sarnia to advise re these 


matters when the work is in prorress. 


Colonel Randle and the mover, Mr. Rispin, think that 
the tenders of $700.00, $972.00 and 31100.00 to dismantle 
the burned out school are ridiculously hi ch (see Departmental 
letter 29-1-5 (E.1) of March 24th, 1948 and my reply of Marc 
31st, 1948). They think a reasonable firure would be $200.00. 
T apree with them and possibly Mr. Haren, the mover, will do 
the dismantling at a reasonable price which woul i be included 
in the contract for moving.

I wish to refer to your letter 29-1-5 of June 4th,

Please be advised that Colonel Randle and the mover, 
Mr. Rispin, visited Sarnia on June 25th and we inspected the 
St. Clair School as well as the military buildings at Camp 

Ipperwash and the route over which the building would travel. 


Colonel Randle and his mover believed that the 

moving of military building #41 from Camp Ipperwash to Sarnia 
is auite feasible. Military buildine #41 could be moved and 
converted to provide suitable school accommodation at much 
less cost than rebuilding. This dental building is preferable 
to other military structures such as army huts, etc. It 
would have to be cut, moved in two séctions and placed on 
the existing foundation at St. Clair. Of course the remains 
of the St. Clair School will have to be dismantled first and 
a false cement wall built as the military building is wider 
than the St. Clair foundation.

You will appreciate the most essential thing at the moment

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Though the distance to be covered in moving the building 
is about forty miles, - a survey of the route disclosed no particular 
difficulties in the way of wires or bridges, There was one bridge that 
would cause some delay, - but nothing difficult in Rispin's opinion, 
and generally speaking the building would pass under most wires, if the 
equipment is as low as we have been using at Brantford, 


Most of the Highway to be traversed is particularly favourable, 
as it only has pole wires on one side, and is blessed with wide shoulders 
on both sides, with no ditches, - so traffic would not be held up in pass- 
ing the moving building until reaching cross-roads, but could pass it com- 
fortably on either side, 


In Rispin's opinion, the most trying and difficult operation 
of the whole move would be on arrival at the site, getting each piece 
hoisted up and on to the existing walls (four feet) of the burned-out 


building. While not too difficult if you have the equipment and know 
the game, it would take time and care, 


While Rispin is too busy as you already know, at Brantford, to 
do this work, - he expressed the opinion that it would take one week to 
move each of the two pieces, That means, - cutting, jacking up, moving on 
to the hauling equipment, movement along roads, and hoisting on to existing 
foundations, He estimates three days' road travel, though with everything 
particularly favourable it might take less, 


While not definitely expressing an opinion as to cost, - as 
there was not time for him to weigh up all factors, - he did have the notion 
that the work outlined in the previous paragraph would be worth $1,000.00 
per building, - or a total of $2,000.00, 


You will appreciate even if it costs that, plus what it will 
cost to put the building into shape for school use, - it would still be a 
cheap building, and would last many years.

As requested by you, - accompanied by T.J,.Rispin a trip was 
made to Sarnia and Camp Ipperwash to look over the feasibility of moving 
a building from the Camp to the Sarnia Reserve, 


The following comment is forwarded for your information, 


The dental building which apparently has been selected to 
replace the burned-out school building, is considered most suitable in 
every way for the purpose intended, as it is in first class shape. 


With the exception of the removal of a few partitions, it 
can readily be made into two excellent school-rooms, 


It is about six feet shorter than the burned-out building, 
but fortunately the centre of that building, having the teachers' room 
on one side and the main entrance on the other, was not too badly damaged, 
and could easily be rebuilt from what is salvaged, 


Consequently, as the Camp building will almost certainly have 
to be cut in two to permit removal, - as, as a single unit it is too long 
to permit making necessary road turns, - the two cut ends could be hoisted 
on to the existing walls and joined to the aforementioned centre, and thus 
made a complete two-roomed school, along the lines it was before the fire. 


In addition, the Camp building has an outside measurement of 
24 feet, whereas the burned building was only 23 feet, This factor will be 
an advantage in most ways, but will entail a false wall and the extension of 
the windows on the side farthest from the road. 


In Rispin's opinion the building of the false wall and the 
extension of the windows was not a difficult task using lumber, and was 
preferable to thickening the present wall with concrete, or the forcing 
of it out a foot, - which also is apparently possible, but not easy. 
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same I shall immediately forward it to the Department for 


consideration. 


On inspecting military buildine #41 last night we 
discovered that the boiler and heating jacket had been 
removed from this particular building. The radiators are 
still in the buildine, however, and to’make use of them a 
boiler and heatine jacket are recuired. Heating units con- 
sisting of a boiler and jacket are available in several other 
buildings at the Camp. When we are negotiatine for the 
release of military building #41 I think it extremely important 
that we procure a boiler andi heatine jacket from one of the 
other army huts.

In a telephone conversation with Mr. Doucet this 
morning I was asked to find out how long it would take to 
procure a moving permit from the Ontario Department of High- 
ways and also the cost of same. I had a personal interview 
with Mr, Hagen, the mover, this afternoon. He has been 
moving buildings in this locality for many years and assured 
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me that he could get the necessary permit in a few hours and 
at no time has there been a delay of more than forty-eight 
hours in obtaining moving permits.

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matter by telling me that his wife compiled the cost and 
when totalling same she omitted to include $1200.00 for 
moving. Mr. Torrance discovered his error last Sunday, 
September 19th. He hesitated to mention it to me as he 
realized the seriousness of his error. I advised him that 
a submission had already been made to the Minister for 
approval of the contract at $7200.00. We discussed the 
matter at length and decided that now is the proper time 
to bring it to your attention rather than have a dangerous 
misunderstanding later on. This builder did not definitely 
refuse to sign a contract at the $7200.00 figure but if 
forced to proceed for this sum we would no doubt be con- 
fronted with an unfinished or very poorly constructed 
building. I had a long talk with Mr. Torrance and I believe 
he is quite honest when he says that his wife forgot to 
include the $1200.00. He is sincere and is greatly perturbed 
over the whole affair. He does not want to proceed on the 
basis of doing the work for $7200.00 as he frankly admits 
that he could not do anything but a cheap job for this figure. 
As above-stated I deeply regret the circumstances leading 
to this perplexing situation. I mentioned to Mr. Torrance 
that it might be possible to make an adjustment when Mr. 
Doucet arrives. owever, in my opinion, it would be wise 
to request a further $1200.00 to cover the moving contract 
as I consider that even at $8400.00 we would get a good 
school at a reasonable price.

I visited St. Clair Indian Day School this morning 
and found that the contractor, Mr. Torrance, has made good 
progress on the alterations. All of the outside work such 
as joining the two portions of the building roofing, 
painting, cement work on the overhang, insul brick and 
cleaning up debris has been completed. The old partitions 
have been dismantled and a start has been made on the new 
partitions. Windows have been transferred and refitted to 
procure uniformity. Original windows on the ends and one 
side have been taken out and the openings recovered to form 
a solid wall. The sump pump has been repaired and is now 
being operated to keep the basement dry. All windows in 
the basement have been replaced with new ones. The existing 
hot water pipes have not been moved or disconnected pending 
a decision re the type of heating to be installed, 
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Mr. Torrance needs funds to enable him to finance 
the rest of the project which includes carpentry work, 
plumbing, electrical wiring and flooring, etc. He suggested 
that a payment of $6000.00 be made to him at the earliest 
possible date. It is imperative that he have same before 
Christmas, On the strength of the work which he has already 
done I think his request for $6000.00 is reasonable and 
should be given early attention. I pointed out to him that

Before the St. Clair School burned we completed 
an application for electrical service, The old schoél was 
then converted into a teachers' residence and secured hydro 
from the line already installed in the school. When the 
school burned the meter was salvaged and was simply trans- 
ferred to the teachers’ residence, but a new line direct 
from the road to the residence had to be built. The con- 
tractor who is converting the military building into a 
school wishes hydro to operate the sump pump. This means 
that the meter in the teachers' residence will have to be 
returned to the school. We already have an application for 
electrical service to supply the school as authorized in 
Departmental letter 29-1-5 of April 22nd, 1947. The local 
hydro office is now insisting that a new application be 
approved covering the teachers’ residence as it is entirely 
separate from the school.

The junior classroom in St. Clair School is 
located in the basement. It was opened on September 
6th under a new teacher, Mrs. Omond. Blackboards in 
this room were destroyed in the fire and We Had to have 
new ones installed on the concrete wall. We had black- 
board material on hand, but other materials such as 
lumber for the frame and bolts, etc. were supplied by 
Mr. Torrance at a cost of $14.95. His labour in in- 
stalling twenty-eight feet of blackboard in the junior 
room of this school amounted to $40.00 which is a 
reasonable amount for the work involved. 


Indian Affairs. 
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The coal bin at the school had to have a artition 
to separate the stoker coal from the egg size anti racite. 
The stoker coal is used in the furnace in the school and 
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the egg size anthracite is for the teacher's residence, 
An extra doorway had to be cut in as indicated on the 
account. The total cost of the materials and labour 
for alterations and partition in the coal bin amounted 
to $31.54. 


The above-mentioned work was very necessary and 
I recommend that the account be paid. Mr. Torrance, the 


man who did the work, was the contractor who rebuilt the 
present school and converted it from a military building 


into four classrooms.

However, the junior teacher and Principal have informed 
me that desks rather than kindergarten chairs were 
required. No reouisition for kindergarten chairs was 
submitted through this office and I am rather mystified 
as to how they came to be ordered, Mrs. Omond, the juriior 
teacher, states that she can use the chairs and that they 
will be more suitable than the small kindergarten chairs 
which are already on hand. Many of the pupils in Grade 1 
who will be using these chairs are older and bigger than 
ordinary Grade 1 pupils. In view of the fact that the 
chairs have alreadv been shipped, I suggest that we keep 
them for use in the St. Clair School.

It would be rather 
expensive to pay shipping charres if they were to be 
returned and after giving the matter careful consideration 
we believe that the chairs can be put to good use in the 
St. Clair School. Kindly advise at an early date as to 
your wishes with regard to keeping or returning the kinder- 
garten chairs and also advise if you intend to approve of 
the purchase of an additional 18 large size chair desks 
as per reouisition dated October 15th.

I believe they proceeded on this basis when doing 
the new Sts Clair School and continued the same policy when doing the 
conversion work on the St. Clair teachers' residence. On a cost plus 
basis it was definitely to the contractor's advantage to prolong the 
job so as to collect more fee on the time of the men employed and also 
to charge us for time of men who never worked the number of hours 
claimed. While the renovating of th sidence was in progress I tried 
to check closely on the cost : + not to exceed the amount allotted 
and- the last time just a-week or two before completion their Super- 
intendent told me the total cost was not likely to exceed $4000.00. 
It is, in my opinion, ¢ he he total cost jumped from $4000.00 
to $6600.00 in so short time. 

At the present time Shaw is appar in a law suit with the 
City of Sarnia. He is trying to collect for a job which 
city engineer claims would be amply paid > at .0O. This, 
itself, shows how exorbitant Shaw's charges are. 


An example of overcharging on the new school and residence 
jobs. is quite evident in the case of the foreman, E. Angelski, who, 
you will note, was paid a weekly ware of $65.00 dur > the time these 
jobs were in progress. I can assure you that on the many occasions 
that I made trins to note the advancement of the jobs the carpenters 
repeatedly told me when I inquired for the foreman that he was doing 
another job for Imperial Oil. They said he usually dropped in for a 
few minutes between 9:00 and 10:00 A.M. and sometimes before losing 
time in the afternoon and I mi see him then if I could wait. Even 
then, after waiting around he « ften times did r appear. In view of 


this example I am extremely skeptical of time s on the job bv all 
men orm Shaw's paylists. 


The company gave the heating and plumbing as sub-contract to 
Spiérs' Sheet Metal and you will note that Spiers' 1 bill 
plumbing was $526.81 but this did not include two fixtures, i.e. 
kitchen sink (555.20) and bathroom basin (337.5 as the company ob- 
tained these themselves direct from Ace Plumbing Company. The total 
cost of plumbing was $619.51 whereas the plumbing estimate given us 
by Shaw was %515.00. I consider Spiers! account fairly reasonable 
although $14.30 should be deducted from Shaw's cheque as he paid them 
for a shower which was not ordered nor Shaw can then 
recover the $14.30 from Spiers as he should not have paid them for a 
shower in the first place.

That leaves 11 children attending the school 
who reside on the Reserve, and there are several 
little ones who will soon be attending. There 
is no other school within reach, and where would 
these children go for an education? Of course, 
some of these children may be illegitimate, but 
that does not seem to matter on other reserves 
so far as sohool is concerned.

On the 28th ultimo, I visited the Sucker 
Greek Indian Day School and found about the most 
miserable excuse for a school that it has been my 
fortune to visit. The building is terrible - holes 
in the floor, etc., and the present teacher, Miss 
Rosalind Weeks, did not show any enthusiasm. There 
were four or five children there and one boy had 
his cap on. ‘Two others were playing marbles in the 
corner. I was afraid to ask if it was supposed to 
be recess, because the door was shut and all were 
in the school. It was a bright, sunny day. 


I selected a new site and, as soon as 
funds are available, the Department will have to 
rebuild. In the meantime, there is no reason why 
some effort should not be made with the present 


new teacher. 


| ca and the first step will be to secure 4 
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Mr. Indian Agent Lewis is quite satis- 
fied that the attendance would improve considerably 
if a good teacher were appointed. The Chief of the 
Band is supposed to be the truant officer, but he 
is evidently useless for this purpose.

I have written to Mr. Johnston at Manitowaning 
and he forwarded my letter to Ottawa, Then he sent me 
Workmen's Compensation Board forms, which I filled in and 
returned, Since them, I have heard no more, 


Here is what happened, In May, 1944, near the 
end of my first year at Sucker Creek, Jerry Corbierre was 
unruly one day, and when I tried to manage him, he punched 
me. The-€low caught me in the right breast. I put Jerry 
out, and he did not return to school until the ne September. 
By the fall, I noticed a small lump, and when I was home at 
Christmas, my Doctor advised that it be left for a while, but 
stated that it had certainly been caused by Jerry's fist. 


In April of this year, I was again examined, when 
two tumours were found, I was advised to have them removed 
immediately. As I was at High School here, I had to wait 
until the end of June, after the final examinations. I wrote 
my last examination the afternoon of June 27, and entered hospita 
that evening. They operated June 27, and removed the two 
tumours, 


I failed the examination which I wrote that 
last afternoon, and was admitted to North Bay Normal 
School because my doctor sent a letter stating the cause 
of my failing it. 


I see no reason why I should have to pay 
the expenses of this operation. Tf have inquired about it, 
and had T been in an ordinary white school (where it is 
hardly like such a thing could happen) I could have claimed 
my expenses. 


Since it was during school hours, and I was doing

how to repair it. The uneméness of this floor averages 6" from 

point to point. In order to make @ job it will be necessary to 

lay @ complete net work of 2" - 2x 6 and narrowerrto cover the floor 
that ie there at the present time, which will necessitate considerable 
ripping as the 2" will have to be fitted and ripped from a tapering 
point up to 6". The old platform will have to be torn ont. On top 
of this net work of 2" material a floor of # I common white pine 
would answer the purpose.

Dear Sir: 


In reply to your letter No. 
19-4-5, dated September 13th, I regret that the 
Indians at Sucker Creek will not consent to provide 
funds for the repairs of the school from the funds 
of their band. If I had known this earlier in 
tne year I might have made an appeal for part of 
the money from the Woman's Auxiliary of this 
Diocese. It is too late, however, to do that this 
year, but I will do my best to see wheat oan be 
done. I am told by our missionary at Little 
Current that the Chief at Sucker Creek is very 
hostile to our Churoh because he wished to have 
the school building as a meeting house for those 
strange people who are commonly called "The Holy 
Rollers". Iam, moreover, informed that the 
activities of these people are producing a very 
bad effect on the morals of the Indians, men and 
women rolling about the floor in a most indecent 
manner. I believe thet there is a good deal of 
truth in these reports.

With regard to the teacher at 
this school, I have to inform you that Mr. George 
Dill who, I understand, has peen doing work for the 
Department during the summer at Ottawa, has not 
returned to his post, and I have appointed Miss 
furnbull to take charge of the school for the time 
being, as an emergency measure. I sincerely hope 
that the Department will allow Mr. Dill to return 
to the school as soon as possible as it is extremely 
aifficult, as you Know, to find satisfactory teachers 
so late in the year.

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I have not asked for your
